The battle yesterday was of the most 
desperate character. It raged continu- 
ously from dawn until midnight, and the 
slaughter must have been immense. 

At 8 o'clock in the evening, after hold- 
Ing his outer positions all day in the 
face of most desperate charges, 
General Kuropatkin gave the order to 
‘Tetreat upon the main works about the 
tity. The Japanese assaults during the 
day had been directed principally against 
the Russian center a Iittle east of 
Maletung hiil, near the railroad and 3 
miles southwest of Liao-Yang. Nothing 
approaching the severity of the infantry 
and artillery fire here had been hereto- 
fore experienced in this war. 

Hot Fighting with Bayonet. 
General Kondratsvitch’s division bore 
the brunt and suffered the most. Bay- 
onet charges succeeded each other in 
MTapid succession, while the artillery duel 
Rever ceased for a moment. No attempt 
Was made in the official advices to 
estimate the number of guns the Jap- 
Qhese used, except that they had many 
hundreds. Each gun carries 150 charges,

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HURSDAY’S news from the seat of war closed with the receipt of two dispatches, giving infor- 
mation of a most significant character es bearing on the domination of Manchuria at the close 
of the present campaign. 

The first came from the Associated Press correspondent at St. Petersburg, filed there at 10:16 
p. m., and said that General Kuropatkin had withdrawn his whole army to the north bank of the Taitse 

‘river so as to meet General Kuroki’s flanking movement. The inferenag drawn from this dispatch 

was that Liao-Yang had been evacuated, that city lying on the left or south bank of the river. Noth- 

ing to confirm this was received until several hours later, when a dispatch from the Associated Press 


“that the news of the evacuation of Liao-Yang and the withdrawal of the Russian army to the right 
bank of the Taitse river had caused intense excitement.” |

the more strenuously insisted upon, I do 
not take much stock in the mental dis- 
cipline pleas made for these studies, 
I'here are other and even better studies 
for such purposes. Nor do [I care much 
tor the value of them as keys to ancient 
literature, since most of what is worth 
while in those literatures have been ad- 
equately translated tor us. Those pleas 
are scholastic rather than practical 

But the value of the knowledge of 
Latin and Greek to the professional map 
can never be minimized in this country 
and age. Lawyers, physicians, pharma- 
eists, preachers, teachers, editors and au- 
thors all need the knowledge of those 
languages daily in order tu be approxi- 
mately perfected and adequate in their 
vocations. The lack of that knowledge 
in any one of those persons is a striking 
deficiency and is almost invariably de- 

ored by him or her who suffers from 
such deficiency of equipment. 

Passing from these self-evident cases, 
we should not ignore the fact that this 
is a scientific and mechanical age, when 
new inventions are almost daily demand- 
ing new terminologics for the proper 
expression of their actions and effects.

The advantages made in electrical sci- 
ence are marked by the coming of a host 
of new words from Greek and Latin ma- 
terials. How else could we have acquired 
ohms, volts and emperes? Where else 
did we get electrodes, dynamos and rheo- 
Stats? 

Indeed. it would take pages of The 
Constitution to enumerate the creation 
and définitions of the thousands of new 
words thus coined and added to the Eng- 
lish-American vocabulary by the necessl- 
ties of modern science and civilization. 

The young man who js to be efficient, 
because abreast of the intelligence and 
terminology of common life, must have 
knowledge enough of Greek and Latin to 
recognize the origin of new words and 
to analyze derivations back to their roots 
or components. All other things being 
equal the man who is able to do those 
things will outstrip his competitors as 
with 7-league boots,

cism or fanaticism of modernity, of ban- 
ishing from the Boys’ High ‘school cur-
